The laet monthly reports of the bureau 


of agriculture represent that tbe area sown 
in wheat for the present year is 14 per cent, 
more than last year, while the average con- 
dition is about SB per cent., 100 being the 
maximum average. On this basis, unless 
the crop encounters disaster later in tbe 
season, the yield for 1880 will be about 103 
per cent, more than it was last year. This 
surplus will practically all of ic be avalf- 
able for export, over and above tbe same 
amount as was exported and is to be ex- 
ported from the crop of last year, and our 
farmers can hardly expect to get as good 
prices for this yeafg crop as they secured 
for that of 1879. The supply for Europe 
will be greater, while it ]is hardly likely 
that tbe demand will be so great. The 
year has begun much more^favorably for 
crops, both in Great Britain and on the 
continent, than was the case at the outset 
of 1879. March is reported to have been 
very seasonable, with opportune but not 
excessive showers of genial rain, just the 
sort of weather to advance jhe spring sow- 
ings. Alderman Mccui, tbe well-known 
agricultural writer, says: "A dry, dusty 
Idarcb, worth many Lings1 ransoms, and 
following,a dry winter, is a happy omen 
for British agriculture. The work of the 
farm has been nnder most favorable condi- 
tions, both as regaids cultivation and tbe 
sowing of spring corn.*' But harvest is as 
yet a long way cff—far too remote tor any 
safe prognostications to be made in either 
hemisphere.
